In  case  this  outline  is  not  of  any  use  to  you,  we  feel  that  this 
information  will  enable  you  to  outline  your  grounds.  We  will  be  glad  to 
have  our  representative  call  at  any  time  and  look  over  your  place  and 
make  suggestions,  for  which  you  will  incur  no  obligation  whatever.  We 
take  great  care  in  properly  arranging  your  trees,  shrubs,  etc.,  and  you 
will  quite  agree  with  us  that  this  has  a great  deal  to  do  with  the  appear- 
ance of  your  place;  it  very  often  happens  that  stock  placed  in  a wrong 
position  is  worse  than  not  having  any  at  all,  therefore  it  should  receive 
your  very  careful  consideration.
